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At the request of several distinguished Companions, I called 
an Emergent Convocation of the Grand Chapter, to meet imme- 
diately after the business of the Grand Lodge at Toronto. The 
Grand Chapter met accordingly on the 20th ultimo, and entered 
on the business for which they were summoned, namely, the 
adoption of a Ritual for the several Chapter degrees, and after 
considerable discussion, the English system was agreed on for the 
Royal Arch, and, for the intermediate degrees, that practiced in 
the United States, with some slight alteration. 

A Committee was appointed for this purpose, consisting of 
Companions Harington, Richardson, Harman and Barron, whose 
report I expect will be laid before you. 

It is of the utmost importance, that but one uniform mode 
of work be permitted under this jurisdiction, and it is also 
desirable that it should be defined without delay, for we have three 
new Chapters recently formed, and three others are about to be 
formed, so that they ought to be informed how they are to prepare 
their Chapter Rooms, but this cannot be done, with any degree of 
certainty, until the Ritual be finally adopted. I would remark, 
whilst on this subject that I have been over 40 years a Royal 
Arch Mason, and during that period have seen Masonry in many 
countries, and in all its phases, and truth compels me to give the 
preference to the English system of conferring the Royal Arch 
degree. It is a history of Masonry of itself. Its Lectures are 
highly moral and instructive, and I am sure that no Brother will 
ever go away disatisfied with his wages, who has received this 
supreme degree in a proper manner, but on the contrary, will be 
ever ready to return to labour with pleasure and profit, at the 
sound of the Master’s gavel. 

A difficulty has been brought to my notice, which exists in 
isolated Chapters, with respect to the three installed Principals ; 
for, according to the Constitution as now understood, if there be 
not the actual or past first, second or third Principals present, the 
Chapter cannot be opened. The clauses, in our Constitution, 
which seem to govern this rule, will be found in Art. 1, p, 16, in 
these words : “ Every Chapter should consist of three Principals, 
two Scribes, three Sojourners, a Janitor and others and at Art. 
6, p. 17, it is provided that “ no Companion of any subordinate 
Chapter shall be eligible for the first Principal’s Chair until he has 
served in the second, nor to the second until he has served in the 
third, nor to the third until he shall have served the office of 
Scribe, E. or N., or Principal Sojourner of some subordinate 
Chapter.” The English Constitution is to the same effect, but it 
makes an exception for Foreign and new Chapters, see Art. 8, 
p. 15, English Constitution. The Irish Constitution at article 
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4, page 104, states that “ A Chapter of this Order of Masonry 
shall consist of three Principals, three Sojourners, two Scribes and 
one High Priest, and it shall not be competent for any Chapter to 
be opened unless one Actual or Past Principal be present, who 
shall preside.” And by the Constitutions of the Grand Chapters 
in the United States either the King or Scribe may fill the chair of 
the High Priest and there seems to be no restriction as to filling 
the second or third chair. See the installation of King and Scribe 
in Stewart’s Manual for 1851. Here we have the usages of other 
Grand Chapters for our guide, so that there need be no difficulty 
in deciding what ought to be ours. It is, however, necessary that 
this Grand Chapter should express an opinion what shall be the 
practice of our Subordinate Chapters with regard to filling the 
second and third chairs by non-installed Principals, and if deemed 
neeessary, the Constitution should be altered so as to leave no 
doubt on the matter. It is unnecessary for me to remark that 
none but installed first Principals can preside over a Royal Arch 
Chapter, according to the English, Irish and Scotch Constitutions. 

At the last Convocation of emergency, it was suggested that 
the Convocations of the Grand Chapter should be held at the same 
time and place as the meetings of the Grand Lodge — the Grand 
Chapter meeting in the evenings, and the Grand Lodge during the 
day. It will be now for you to decide whether this arrangement 
can be carried into effect. 

In conclusion, I beg to state, R. E. Companions, that it is my 
wish to retire from the active duties of office. You will therefore 
understand that I am not a candidate for re-election. I think I 
may fairly claim, after so many years’ labor, the privilege of 
retiring to the ranks of my Companions out of office, and leave the 
work to younger and more able hands ; yet I shall ever be ready 
to forward the cause of our Order. 

I will now leave you to decide upon the various matters 
set before you ; and may the G. A. U. enable us to discharge our 
duties with fervency and zeal. *

That the following Companions be a Committee to prepare a 
Design for the Royal Arch Certificate : also, to draft a form for 
the new Warrant to be issued to the Chapters under the jurisdiction 
of the Grand Chapter of Canada — and to have them properly 
executed and ready for issuing with the least possible delay, viz : 

R. E. Companions Kivas Tully, F. Richardson, W. C. Stephens, 
The M. E. Z., and Grand Scribe, E. 

On motion of E. Comp. J. K. Brown, seconded by E. Comp. 
Wm. Daniell, it was unanimously 

Resolved, — 

That all Chapters now hailing under this Grand Chapter be 
numbered according to the dates of their antiquity ; and that all 
Chapters making application after this date, shall take rank 
according to the date of such application. 

E. Comp. J. C. Franck gave the following notice of motion : 

That this Grand Chapter shall hereafter hold its Annual 
Convocation during the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of Canada, and at such place as the aforesaid Grand Lodge 
may determine, and at such hours as the Most Excellent Z. may 
appoint — the next regular Convocation to be held in July, 
A. D. 1860. 

It was moved by E. Companion J. C. Franck, and seconded 
by R. E. Companion T. B. Harris, — 

Whereas it appears to this Grand Chapter that many amend- 
ments might be advantageously made to the Constitution ; 

Be it Resolved, — 

That the following Companions, viz : T. D. Harington, F. 
Richardson, W. B. Simpson, W. M. Wilson, Js. A. Henderson, 

S. D. Fowler, and John C. Franck, be a Committee to revise the 
Constitution and alterations submitted ; to report thereon at the 
next Convocation of this Grand Chapter, either emergent or regular. 
The proposed alteration to be furnished to the Grand Scribe, E., 
at least sixty days previously to such Convocation, and copies of 
the proposed amendments to be submitted by him to the various 
subordinate Chapters. 
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The Grand Scribe, E., submitted from the Committee on 
Foreign Correspondence the following Report : — 

REPORT 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

To the M. E. Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Canada. 

Your Committee on Foreign Correspondence beg leave to 
Report, that the formation of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons of Canada has been viewed favourably by most of the 
Sister Grand Chapters, who have been notified of the act. 

The first Grand Body whose recognition was officially given 
is the Grand Chapter of Ireland, and the document in which the 
intelligence is conveyed is couched in language so friendly and 
urbane, that it calls for especial remark. The Masons of Ireland 
have now stronger claims than ever to the respect and esteem of 
their Canadian Brethren, for their Grand Chapter has nobly 
achieved the good work towards this Province their Grand Lodge 
began. The Communication referred to is as follows : — 

44 To the Most Excellent Grand Principals , 

44 The Grand Officers and Companions of the Supreme Grand 
44 Royal Arch Chapter of Canada. 

We, the Grand Principals, the Grand Officers and Companions 
“ of the Supreme Royal Arch Chapter of Ireland, 

44 Send Greeting, — 

44 At the Quarterly Convention of the Grand Royal Arch 
44 Chapter of Ireland, held in Dublin on the 17th day of February, 
44 1858, a memorial was read from the Supreme Grand Royal 
44 Arch Chapter of Canada setting forth, 4 That the Grand Chapter 
44 4 of Royal Arch Masons of Canada had held a Convention at 
44 4 Hamilton, on the 2nd day of April 1857, and had regularly 
44 4 installed its Grand Officers. And the Grand Chapter of Royal 
44 4 Arch Masons of Canada having been thus duly formed and 
44 4 being engaged in promoting the genuine principles of the Royal 
44 4 Craft, and feeling at the same time earnestly desirous of 
44 4 cultivating a friendly intercourse with the Grand Royal Arch 
44 4 Chapter of Ireland, cordially extend the right hand of fellowshp 
44 4 and confidently claim from the Grand Chapter of Ireland, a 
44 4 fraternal recognition. 
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“ It was proposed, seconded, and agreed to, ‘ That as the 
“ ‘Grand Lodge of Ireland had recognized the Grand Lodge of 
“ ‘ Canada working in connexion with the above designed Grand 
“ ‘Royal Arch Chapter of Canada, as an Independent Grand 
“ ‘ Lodge, that the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Canada be 
“ ‘ informed that the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Ireland 
“ ‘ acknowledges the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Canada as an 
“‘Independent Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, and 
“‘reciprocates the Masonic feelings expressed in the Oommu- 
“ ‘ nication ; but that it demands for the Chapters in Canada and 
“ ‘ individual companions who prefer to retain their Masonic 
“ ‘connexion with the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Ireland the 
“ ‘ free exercise of their existing Masonic rights, and requires that 
“ ‘the Royal Arch Warrant of any Chapter whose Blue Warrant 
“ ‘has been or is about to be returned to the Grand Lodge of 
“ ‘Ireland shall be surendered to the Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
“ ‘ of Ireland ; 

“ And the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Ireland further 
“ ‘demands the continuance of its present privileges of issuing on 
“ ‘proper memorial Royal Arch Warrants to be attached to any 
“ ‘symbolical Lodge, under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
“ ‘ Ireland, (in Canada.’) 

“ Signed by order of, and for the Grand Royal Arch Chapter, 

“ Lucius II. Deering, 

“ Grand Scribe .” 

The Grand Chapters of many of the States of the neighbouring 
confederacy have also forwarded documents to this Grand Chapter, 
generally in the form of printed proceedings. 

From these we gather that the following have officially 
recognised the Grand Chapter of Canada : — 

The Grand Chapters of Alabama, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Lousiana, Maine. Mississippi, 
Missouri, New York, Rhode Island, Texas, Vermont. 

CALIFORNIA. 

The Grand Chapter of California says : “ The Companions 
“ of Canada have our most cordial and fraternal sympathies.” and 
assert that “ the permanent establishment of such a Grand Chapter 
“ in Canada as the one now in operation, analogous as it is in its 
“ machinery and system to our own, would most materially aid in 
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“ the more complete developement of our Order.” Yet, in the 
absence of what is deemed full information with regard to our 
movements, the Grand Chapter of California, pauses before 
tendering to us the fraternal grasp of recognition. We hope next 
year to be able to report that their scruples have been completely 
overcome — their doubts dispelled. 

We have received copies of proceedings of various Grand 
Bodies anterior to the formation of this Grand Chapter, and two 
of these have not as yet notified this Grand Chapter of their 
action relating to our request for recognition. 

These are the Grand Chapters of Kentucky and Ohio, both 
of which we have, however, reason to believe have signified their 
willingness to extend to us the right hand of fellowship. 

The following Grand Chapters in the United States are 
unheard from in any way : Arkansas, Iowa, Maryland and Dist. 
of Columbia, Massachusetts, Michigan, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia 
and Wisconsin. 

It is important to show the truly fraternal spirit with which 
the Grand Bodies who have taken action in the Grand Chapter of 
Canada, have expressed themselves, we therefore quote their 
resolutions, as follows : — 

ALABAMA. 

“The Select Committee, to whom was referred a communi- 
cation from the Grand Royal arch Chapter of Canada, have had 
the same under consideration, and instruct me to report : 

“ That it is with the highest degree of satisfaction we witness a 
disposition, on the part of the Grand Chapter of Canada, recently 
established there, as manifested by the communication referred to 
us, to interchange friendly greeting with this Grand Chapter ; and 
your committee recommend the passage of the following resolutions 
in reference to said communication : 

“ 1. That the Grand Chapter of the State of Alabama does 
most cheerfully recognise and fully embrace her sister, the Grand 
Chapter of Canada, and heartily approves the disposition manifested 
to produce uniformity of work in Chapter Masonry. 

“ 2. That the Grand Secretary of this Grand Chapter, on 
behalf of said Chapter, acknowledge the receipt of the communi- 
cation from the Grand Chapter of Canada, and forward a copy 
of these resolutions, with fraternal greetings from this Grand 
Chapter. 

“ All of which is respectfully submitted.

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CONNECTICUT. 

“ Comp.W. Storer, from the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence, submitted the following report : 

“To the M. E. Grand Chapter of Connecticut : 

“ Your Committee on Foreign Correspondence beg leave 
respectfully to report, that they have had submitted to them a 
document purporting to have emanated from the Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter of Canada. (See p. 12.) 

“ A perusal of this document has afforded to your committee 
no little pleasure ; and we doubt not that our companions of this 
Grand Chapter will cordially unite with us in the gratification we 
have experienced on learning that a Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
has been regularly organized in the Province of Canada, with a 
considerable number of subordinate Chapters working under its 
jurisdiction. Our satisfaction is materially enhanced when we 
take into consideration the fact that an obstacle has hitherto 
prevented a free Masonic intercourse between Royal Arch Masons 
exalted in the Canadian Chapters and those under the jurisdiction 
of the several Grand Chapters of the United States, — the other 
Chapter degrees not having been conferred in the Province. This 
obstacle is now removed, the new Grand Chapter of Canada being 
organized like our own, recognizing the several degrees that are 
conferred in the United States, and working in the same manner 
as our own Chapters. W e feel confident that the members of the 
Grand Chapter of Connecticut will rejoice in according to our 
sister Grand Chapter of Canada a cordial and fraternal recognition. 
W e therefore offer for adoption the following resolution : 

“ Resolved, — 

“ That the Grand Chapter of Connecticut has learned with 
unfeigned satisfaction, that a Grand Royal Arch Chapter has been 
organized in the Province of Canada, recognizing the several degrees 
of Mark Master, Past Master, Most Excellent Master, and Royal 
Arch ; and we do hereby extend to the said Grand Chapter of 
Canada a cordial and fraternal welcome as a member of the great 
family of American Grand Chapters, and proffer to her the right 
hand of Masonic fellowship. 

“ All of which is respectfully submitted, 

“ William Stoker,

Which report was accepted, and the resolution unanimously 
adopted.” 
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FLORIDA. 

“The Committee find among the Masonic Communications 
laid before them by the Grand Secretary, the address of the 
Grand Principals, Grand Officers and Companions, of the Grand 
Royal Arch Chapter of Canada, setting forth the circumstances 
which caused their independent organization ; which we have 
carefully examined, and present as a part of this report, and 
recommend a fraternal recognition and cordial greeting ; and 
present resolution.” (See p. 12.) 

“ Resolved by the Grand Chapter of Florida , That this Grand 
Chapter, having received satisfactory evidence of the organization 
of an Independent Grand Royal Arch Chapter, at the city of 
Hamilton, in the Province of Canada, upon the principles of 
Royal Arch Masonry in the United States, acknowledges her as 
an Independent Grand Royal Arch Chapter, and grasps the 
extended right hand of fraternity, with cordial recognition. 

“ Resolved, — That the Grand Secretary cause the proceedings 
of this Grand Chapter to be forwarded to the Grand Chapter 
of Canada, and ask reciprocal correspondence and intercourse. 

“ The Report was read and ordered to be published in the 
proceedings of the Grand Chapter, and the foregoing resolutions 
were severally put and unanimously adopted.” 

ILLINOIS. 

il Comp. Grand Secretary then presented the Report of the 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence, which was read and 
adopted, and the resolution concurred in. 

“ Also, received a document from the Grand Principals, 
Officers and Companions of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of 
Canada, setting forth, that for several causes therein enumerated, 
similar to those which led to the organization of the Grand Lodge 
of Canada, a Convention of Delegates from the several Chapters in 
Canada, convened at Hamilton, January 19, 1857, and adopted a 
constitution recognising the degrees of Mark, Past, Most Excellent 
and Royal Arch Mason, and fully organised by electing M.E.Comp. 
Wm. Mercer Wilson, Grand 1st Principal, Z. ; R. E. Comp. 
Dr. A. Barnard, Grand 2nd Principal, H. ; R. E. Comp.TnoMAS 
Duggan, Grand 3rd Principal, J. ; Thos. Bird Harris, Grand 
Scribe, (answering to our Grand Secretary) and the other officers 
suitable to the other stations in a Grand Chapter, who were all 
duly installed into their respective stations by M. E. Comp. Czar 
Jones, P.G.H.P. of Michigan. The said Grand Chapter fraternally 
requests this Grand Chapter to recognise them, which we hope will 
be done with a right good will. 
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“ Your Committee would fraternally suggest to our esteemed 
Companions in Canada, whether it would not be as well, or better, 
for them to conform the names of their Officers to those in the 
United States. It would be pleasant to the Grand Chapters 
through the Union if this could consistently be done.” 

“ Resolved, — 

“ That this Grand Chapter welcomes the Grand Chapters of 
Canada and New Jersey into the Royal Arch Constellation, and 
most cordially extends to each of them the right hand of 
fellowship.” 


INDIANA. 

“The Committee on Foreign Correspondence, to whom was 
specially referred the Communication from the Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter of Canada, respectfully report that they have had the 
same under consideration, and regard the reasons assigned by the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Canada, for their separation from 
the Grand Chapter of England, and the organization of an 
independent body, as not only eminently conclusive and 
satisfactory, but in the highest degree flattering to the Royal Arch 
Chapters of this country. Their proceedings throughout are 
marked by the utmost regularity, and in the opinion of your 
committee, no hesitation should be felt in their full and complete 
recognition. They recommend for adoption the following 
resolutions : 

“ Resolved, — 

“ That we extend to the Companions of the Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter of Canada, a full recognition and cordial fraternal 
greeting. 

“ Resolved, — 

“ That the usual correspondence and intercourse be opened 
with the same. 

“ Resolved, — 

“ That the Grand Secretary be instructed to communicate a 
copy of these proceedings to the Companions of the Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter of Canada, duly authenticated by the seal of this 
Grand Chapter. 

“Which report was concurred in, and the accompanying 
resolutions adopted.” 


LOUISIANA. 

“Since our last Annual Convocation, a Grand Chapter has 
been formed in the Province of Canada. We hail this accession 
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to the number of Grand Chapters with delight. A communication 
was received from Comp. Thos. B. Harris, styling himself Grand 
Scribe, E., dated Hamilton,C. W., August 31st, 1857, accompanying 
an address, with a request to lay it before you, confidently 
expressing the assurance that it would secure to them a personal 
recognition, and open up a channel of correspondence and instruction 
that would continue to the end of time. 

“ This we have thought to publish entire. The document 
speaks for itself, [see p. 12.] and the reasons for the formation of 
this Grand Chapter, and the sentiments therein expressed, meet 
our decided approval. We cordially extend the right hand of 
fellowship, and wish our Companions of Canada God speed in 
their noble undertakings.” 


MAINE. 

“ The Grand Chapter of Maine will gladly hail the formation 
of a Grand R. A. Chapter in Canada, and the committee would 
spread upon our minutes in full the first fraternal salutations of 
that body, which here follow. [See p. 1 2.] 

“ Believing there can be but one opinion as to the recognition 
of this body, and that all the members of the Grand Chapters of 
Maine will rejoice to adopt them, your committee present resolu- 
tions at the close of this report.” 

“ The Resolutions recognising the Grand Chapter of Canada 
were considered and adopted, as follows : — 

“ 1. Resolved, — That with lively emotions of pleasure the 
Companions of the M.E.Grand Chapter of Maine welcome the first 
salutations from the Most Excellent and Excellent Companions in 
Canada, announcing the formation of a Grand Chapter of Royal 
Arch Masons in that noble Province. 

“ 2. Resolved, — That we cordially welcome them as such to 
our fellowship, and commend this new Arch to the fraternity of 
Grand R. A. Chapters on this Continent, and to the fraternal 
correspondence which unites them in brotherhood and affection. 

“ 3. Resolved, — That our Grand Secretary, in forwarding 
these Resolutions to the Grand Chapter of Canada, be instructed 
to forward a file of our past reports so far as practicable, as our 
contribution to her Masonic library.” 

MISSISSIPPI. 

“ Comp. Johnson, from the Committee on Canadian Grand 
Chapter, submitted the following report, which was unanimously 
adopted : — 

u Resolved, — That the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of 
Mississippi fully respond to the offer of Masonic regard and 
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fellowship, on the part of the Principals, Grand Officers and 
Companions of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Canada, as 
contained in their recent communication addressed to this Body ; 
that we hereby assure our Companions of Canada of our high 
appreciation of their Masonic zeal, and our anxious desire to 
cultivate with them feelings of fraternal regard — feelings which are 
not to be destroyed by distance, nor weakened by diversity of 
political or social intercourse, but which unite the Craft in love and 
friendship wherever dispersed around the globe. 

“ Resolved, — That the Grand Secretary communicate this 
Resolution with the Seal of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter.” 

MISSOURI. 

“ Your Committee submit the following account of the 
organization of a Grand Royal Arch Chapter in the Province of 
Canada, and earnestly hope that this Grand Chapter will extend 
the hand of fellowship, and welcome this new sister as an equal 
among the Grand Chapters of the United States. [See p. 12.] 

“ With the evidence furnished by the foregoing before us of 
the legality of the formation of the Grand Chapter of Canada, we 
submit the following : 

“ Whereas the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Missouri, 
having heard that a Grand Royal Arch Chapter was legally 
constituted in the Province of Canada, for the government of 
Royal Arch Masonry in that jurisdiction, and that such Grand 
Chapter recognises the degrees of Mark, Past and Most Excellent, 
as preparatory to the R. A. degree — 

“ Resolved, — That we cordially welcome the Grand Chapter 
of Canada as an equal among the several Grand Chapters of the 
United States, and we tender to them the right hand of fellowship.” 

NEW YORK. 

“ The Select Committee, to whom was referred the commu- 
nication from the Grand Chapter of Canada, reported for the 
consideration of the Grand Chapter the following resolutions : — 

“ Resolved, — That this Grand Chapter fully recognises the 
independence of the Grand R.A. Chapter of Canada, and cordially 
welcomes her into the Masonic family of independent sovereignties, 
and, as such, extends to her the right hand of fellowship. 

“ Resolved, — That the Grand Secretary be directed to 
transmit to the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Canada a copy of 
the above resolution, and with it a letter of congratulation and 
fellowship. 

“ The Report was accepted, and the Resolutions adopted.” 
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NORTH CAROLINA. 

“ The Committee on Communication from Canada presented 
the following report, which was, on motion, adopted : 

“ Your Committee, to whose consideration was referred the 
circular from what purports to be the Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
of Canada, have had but little time to devote to the subject, and 
therefore feel some doubt as to the propriety of the course which 
they purpose recommending for the adoption of this Grand Chapter. 
Had our opportunities of enquiry have enabled us to fully satisfy 
ourselves that our premises are entirely correct, we should then 
have presented our conclusions with more confidence. 

“ We cannot resist the conclusion that the present G. R. Arch 
organisation is a result of the state of anarchy that has for some 
time prevailed in that jurisdiction, and as we should be the first to 
resist any interference in our own, we should be the last to 
interfere or encourage insubordination, or resistance to lawful 
authority in a foreign jurisdiction. When the present Grand 
Royal Arch organisation in Canada shall have reconciled her dispute 
with the supreme authorities that have heretofore governed the 
Royal Craft in that jurisdiction, none can extend the hand of 
fellowship more cheerfully or more cordially than we. Until 
then, we feel constrained to decline any proffers of recognition, and 
to deprecate interference on the part of our sister Grand Chapters.

RHODE ISLAND. 

“ The Address of the Grand Principals, Grand Officers and 
Companions of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Canada, was 
presented, conveying the pleasing intelligence of the formation of 
a new Grand Chapter for said Province and cordially extending 
the right hand of fellowship to this Grand Chapter, and confidently 
claiming the same fraternal recognition in return — whereupon, 

“ Resolved, That the Grand Chapter of Rhode Island having 
learned that a Grand Royal Arch Chapter has been organised in 
the Province of Canada, recognising the several degrees of Mark, 
Past and Most Excellent Master, and Royal Arch ; we do hereby 
extend to said Grand Chapter a cordial welcome as a member of 
the family of Grand Chapters, hoping that our future corres- 
pondence may be mutually instructing and agreeable.” 

TEXAS. 

“ Your Committee have received a manuscript from the 
Province of Canada, showing the organisation of an independent 
Grand Chapter for that Province. A number of Royal Arch 
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Masons met in the City of Hamilton, on the 19th day of January, 
A.D. 1857, and there being the requisite number of Chapters duly 
represented, they proceeded to organise a Convention and framed 
a constitution in strict conformity with the usages of Royal Arch 
Masonry. The Constitution by them adopted requires all the 
subordinate Chapters in their jurisdiction to confer the Mark 
Master’s, Past Master’s and Most Excellent Master’s degrees upon 
all candidates previous to their being exalted to the degree of 
Royal Arch Masons, or admitted to Membership. 

“ The Convention elected Grand Officers, and then adjourned 
until the 2nd day of April, 1857, when they again met, according 
to adjournment, in said city of Hamilton, and the Grand Officers 
were properly installed by Companion Jones, Past Grand High 
Priest of Michigan. Companion Wm. M. Wilson was installed 
Grand High Priest, and Companion Thomas B. Harris, Grand 
Secretary. So far as I am capable of judging, or it is in my power 
to ascertain, the entire proceedings of said Convention were correct 
and regular, and in strict conformity with the usages of the Royal 
Craft, and entitled to full faith and credit, both here and elsewhere. 
We therefore cheerfully extend to her the right hand of fellowship, 
and bid her God speed in her career of usefulness. 

“For the purpose of opening a full and free communication 
with the Grand Chapter of Canada, we submit resolution No. 3, 
and recommend its adoption. 

“ No. 3. Resolved, — That the Grand Chapter of Texas hails 
with delight the organisation of an independent Grand Chapter in 
Canada, and hereby instructs her Grand Secretary to enroll said 
Grand Chapter amongst the list of Grand Chapters in correspon- 
dence with this Grand Body, and forward to her the usual number 
of our printed proceedings.” 

VERMONT. 

“ Your Committee fully adopt the views of the G. H. P. 
touching the subject of R. A. Masonry in Canada, and recommend 
that the officers of this Grand Chapter give the Grand Chapter of 
Canada such recognition and welcome to our fellowship as becomes 
a true Masonic brotherhood. 

“ And we recommend the adoption of the following Resolu- 
tion : — 

“ Resolved, — That this Grand Chapter recognise the Grand 
Chapter of Canada as being legally constituted, and direct the 
Officers of this Grand Chapter to correspond with and acknowledge 
them as such ; also, that the Grand Secretary be, and he is hereby 
directed, to forward copies of this resolution to the Grand High 
Priest of Canada.” 
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Your Committee feel that they cannot better occupy the 
attention of Grand Chapter than by reading the qualifications and 
requirements a M. M. should possess before he is advanced to the 
Chapter degrees, from the pen of Companion Albert Pike, and 
taken from the report of Foreign Correspondence to the Grand 
Chapter of California : — 

“ It is not, they say, every M. Mason that is fitted to become 
a R. A. M., and to have intrusted to his keeping, those profound 
mysteries in regard to the Deity, the universe, and the soul of 
man, which are inveloped by the symbolism of the Royal Arch 
Degrees. * * * His qualifications must be the test of 

admission. 

“ He should have connected himself with, and be as much as 
possible, a regular attendant of some Lodge, to encourage other 
Masons to exertion, and to bear his share of the common burden. 
He should have proven, by frequent intercourse with his Brethren, 
that ‘ he is not captious, easy to take offense, suspicious, illiberal, 
intolerant, given to much talking, pragmatical or overbearing, nor 
yet to yielding or facile to do unflinchingly what is right : ’ for 
they say, ‘ if he be any of these, he is not worthy to become a 
R. A. Mason.’ He should, also, have proven that he is not penurious 
in contributing to the necessities of his Brethren, or the advance- 
ment of the purposes of the Order ; and, also, that he is possessed 
of such a vigor and cultivation of intellect, as to understand and 
appreciate the sublime truths taught by R. A. Masonry. 

“ In alluding to the law of their jurisdiction, requiring 
candidates for the Chapter degrees, to be M. Masons of twelve 
months standing, previous to receiving the Degrees, they differ in 
opinion with the G. H. P., who entertained the view that 
proficiency, and not time, should be the sole pre-requisite ; and 
they urge, that, though in some instances, proficiency does not 
arrive with time, yet that, by requiring candidates to wait a certain 
length of time, the opportunity of improvement is afforded to them 
which, if they do not profit by, they are unworthy to advance. 
Besides, the lapse of time admits of observation, as to whether 
the candidate possesses the other requirements of life, conduct, 
and conversation, so indispensably necessary, and which no 
examination in open Chapter, no matter how scrutinously conducted 
could disclose. In concluding the subject they say : 

“ Make the conferring of these Degrees a mere matter of 
course, give them without previous preparation or delay, as if 
they required no preparatory Masonic culture and intellectual 
exercise in the science of Symbolism, and let everybody have them 
for the asking, and you may make them so cheap that the veriest 
beggar would scarcely stoop to pick them from the gutter. Let 
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us, on the contrary, assert and maintain their almost priceless 
value, the magnitude and glory of the truths they embody, and the 
high degree of mental and moral tone which they require as a 
pre-requisite ; and to be a Royal Arch Mason may some day here- 
after, be what it was thirty years ago, when it was an honor and 
rank to which none but the mature in age, and the eminent in 
character and intellect attained ; and the jewels of the Chapter 
w r ere not flung heedlessly and lavishly to any who would 
condescend to accept them, and pay the legal fee.” 

u What an admirable summary of the requisites which should 
combine together to form a perfect candidate for the more exalted 
mysteries of this branch of our Order ! How little could be 
spared from the detail ! How great the advantages to be derived 
by an adherence to such requirements ; and yet it will be asked, 
‘ are these tests, or such as these, usually, or even ever applied to 
the neophyte at our outer portals?’ The response would, alas, be 
too frequently in the negative. We are too eager to receive 
laborers into the vineyard — to fill the quarries with unskilful and 
inefficient workmen — to induct into the mysteries of the Chair, 
those upon whom the mantle of such as preceded them 
therein, would sit as the robes of a giant upon the pigmy form of a 
dwarf. To receive and acknowledge such as Excellent Masters, 
where there is no excellence, save that, perhaps, of the gratification 
of a morbid curiosity, or a more selfish ambition, and finally to 
confer upon, as a chosen few, all the light which symbolic Masonry 
can grant, even to her most devoted and well-deserving votaries.” 

Before concluding, your Committee would remark that their 
attention has been directed to a sentence in the proceedings of the 
Grand Chapter of the State of Illinois, to the following effect : — 

“ Your Committee would fraternally suggest to our esteemed 
“ Companions in Canada, whether it would not be as well, or better, 
“ for them to conform the names of their officers to those in the 
“ United States. It would be pleasant to the Grand Chapters 
“ through the Union if this could be consistently done.” 

There is little doubt but that the more closely and uniformly 
the working of the Royal Craft can be assimilated the better for 
the Order ; but believing, as we do, that our Companions in the 
United States took upon themselves at some period to change the 
names of the three chief or presiding officers, and to reverse their 
original position, have themselves departed from the true work as 
introduced and given to them by their forefathers. This fact can 
be easily ascertained by reference to many old documents still 
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extant. We need not go further back than 1798, the year in 
which the Grand Chapter of Pennsylvania was organised ; for, by 
the Constitution unanimously adopted for her government, the 
presiding officers were designated Z. H. J., as may be seen from 
the following : 

“ Rules and Regulations for the government of the Grand 
“ Royal Arch Chapter, held under the protection of, and supported 
“ by, the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, unanimously agreed to 
“ and established at a Grand Chapter held in Philadelphia, 
“ February 24th, 1798, and confirmed in Grand Lodge March 5th, 
“ 1798.” 

It commences by setting forth “ that Ancient Masonry consists 
of four degrees — the three first of which are that of E.A., the F.C., 
and the sublime degree of Master, and the fourth, the Holy Royal 
Arch.” Your Committee have no desire to trespass so much on 
the patience of Grand Chapter as to wade them through the whole 
of the Laws and Regulations then agreed upon, but will at once 
pass on to Art. 7, which says, — 

“ That on the admission of a new brother the form of the 
return to the general Grand Chapter shall be as follows : 

u We the three Chiefs whose names are hereunto subscribed 
do certify that in a Chapter of the H. R. A. convened and held 
under the sanction and authority of the warrant of the Worshipful 

Lodge No. , our beloved brothers, A B., C D., E F., and G H., 

having delivered to us the proper certificates, and proved 
themselves, by due examination, to be well qualified in all the 
three degrees of Apprentice, Fellow Craft and Master Mason, and 
to have passed the chair, were by us admitted to the supreme 
degree of Excellent Royal Arch Masons. 

“ Given under our hands and the seal of our Chapter this 


day of in the year of Masonry 57 — , and in the year of our 

Lord — ”

Your Committee do not see how they can consistently recom- 
mend a change in our present system, and they would strongly 
urge upon our Companions in Illinois to examine this question, 


and if they find we are correct in the work we have adopted, they 


will be induced to restore the Royal Craft to its ancient purity. 
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We hope, however, under all circumstances our Companions 
will give us credit for adhering to the first pure system of Royal 
Arch Masonry, as first introduced both to the United States and 
’Canada, it is also the same as acknowledged by England, Scotland 
and Ireland, our mother Grand Chapters, from whence it was first 
brought over to America.

REPORT: 

To the Most Excellent Grand Z., Right Excellent II. and J. and 
Excellent Companions , in Grand Convocation assembled. 

The Committee, to whom was referred the Address of the 
M.E.Grand Z.,are happy to learn the great increase of the number 
of Chapters and the prosperous condition of Royal Arch Masonry 
in Canada. 

The Committee freely concur in the decision given on the 
application to revive a dormant Chapter in Brockville. 

The recognition of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Ireland 
affords another proof of the cordial feeling entertained on all 
occasions by the Companions under that jurisdiction, and the 
Committee highly approve of the appointment of R. E. Comp. 
Furnell, as our Representative at the Grand Chapter of Ireland,

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and the intimation that R. E. Comp. Tully, would be acceptable 
as their Representative at this Grand Chapter. 

The Committee hope that from the reasons stated in the 
address — the Grand Chapters of England and Scotland will soon 
extend the same cordial recognition to this Grand Chapter, which 
has been received from the Grand Chapter of Ireland. 

The recognition and friendly communication received from 
several Grand Chapters of the United States is a source of great 
satisfaction to this Grand Chapter, and your Committee suggest, 
that due acknowledgement be forwarded by the Grand Scribe, E., 
with copies of our proceedings to the aforesaid Grand Chapters. 

The recommendation of the Grand Chapter of the State of 
Illinois in reference to uniformity of work is worthy of the serious 
consideration of this Grand Chapter, but in the opinion of your 
Committee no argument has been advanced sufficient to induce a 
change in the designation of Officers. 

The importance of uniformity of work in this jurisdiction 
must be apparent to every Companion, and it is highly desirable 
that the ritual should be defined without delay. 

Respecting the difficulty which has arisen in relation to a 
Companion who has not been installed as a 2nd or 3rd Principal, 
acting as such in a private Chapter, during the absence of the 
regularly installed Principals, your Committee cannot recommend 
any alteration in the Constitution as now understood. 

Your Committee express much regret that it is the wish of 
the Grand Principal, Z., to retire from the active duties of office, 
feeling that the government of Royal Arch Masonry could not 
have been entrusted in more zealous hands ; and your Committee 
cannot close this Report without stating, that in their opinion the 
thanks of this Grand Chapter are justly due to the M.E. Grand Z. 
for the untiring zeal displayed and eminent services rendered to 
Royal Arch Masonry during his term of office.

I am directed by them to state in answer to the Address, that 
with every desire to preserve friendly and fraternal intercourse 
with the Canadian Masons of every degree, they feel that they 
cannot, consistently with their duty, entertain official relations 
with a Body which holds, as essential to admission within its pale, 
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the possession of Degrees which are not recognized by the Grand 
Lodge or the Grand Chapter of England.
